ron on the night of July 8, last.

the streets 'to earn a living for him 
So impressive was her story that the 
money for her defense has been large- 
ly •supplied by 
contributions 
from 


women of New Yorw city. AJ;nougl> 
the girl admitted that 
-she killed 


Gerdron, the circumstances surround- 
ing ihe shooting were so unusual that 
1'hey have given rise to charges that 
members of the police had secretly 
urged the girl on. Gerdron was shot 
Awhile under arrest and walking along 
the street in the custody of three of- 
ficers. It is nowi claimed ttiat fSOO 


Gerdron is said to have had on 


his person at the time, was missing 
when the contents of 
his 
pockets 


were turned over at police headquar- 
ters. 


•Bertihe Claiche said that Gerdron 


brought her here from France when 
»he '-was 16 years old and 
forcibly 


made her a woman of the streets 
On the night of July 8, she nan .fron> 
her room and complained to three- 
officers wiom she met 'that Gerdron 
had heaten her and that she wanted 
•him arrested. While she was making 
the request Gerdron himself came up 
and was pl-aced in custody. It is al 
leged that lie chen turned upon the 
girl, exclaiming: 


"I'll kill you. You will have me ar 


rested,, -will you? Well, you are as 
gocd as dead now."

turned, Berth'e Claiehe 
shot

up to the officers she cried: 


''I'm glad I killed him and I would

It is economy, says the Philadel- 


phia Telegraph, to buy good clothes, 
but 
not extravagant. Care keep* 


good material aud well made clothes 
in shape. iKKjr ones will not respond 
even to good care. 


All ciothes keep in shape better If 


properly folded and padded. In put- 
ting away waists the sleeves and 
bodice should 
be "stuffed" 
with 


crumpled 
tissue 
paper, 
and 
the 


sleeves crossed over the bodice and 
the wrist part turned back. Skirls 
should be laid flat on a table with 
middle of -front and middle of back 
folded, and then folded back and 
forth 
(fanlike). and then folded 


once frqm top to bottom, if neces- 
sary; but it is much better if skirts 
can be put aw«y"TuTl Tengtlf. Never 
turn a skirt inside out to fold. This 
inuy be all right when hung. 


Nothing else makes a dress look 


so unti,}y as spots on the goods. 
These spots* are most 
frequently 


found on the front of the waist and 
skirt as if from fruit, ice cream, etc., 
but the lower part of the skirt will" 
sometimes 
show spots from mud- 


spatters, and the sleeves from almost 
anything of a liquid nature with 
which they come in contact. 


One of the best agents for clean- 


ing spots .is soap bark jelly. This is 
made by dissolving a handful of soap 
bark in a quart of boiling water and 
letting it cool. 


To clean 
the 
garment lay the 


spotted portion over a folded towel 
and rub the spots gently with n 
dump cloth dipped in the jelly. With 
another cloth and clear water wash 
off the jelly, dabbing it gently with 
the wet cloth and changing the cloth, 
under it. 
Kiuse with another clear 


water and a clean cloth, then let 
dry in the air. \Yhen nearly dry, 
co^er the place with a thin cloth and 
press with a moderately hot iron. 


A dress skirt or waist that has lost 


its first freshness may be improved 
by a good brushing and sponging. 
After every bit of; dust has been 
brushed and shaken out, clean any 
spots that may bo found, as direct- 
ed, then sponge one portion at a 
time and press it with a cloth be- 
tween the material and the iron. 
Use white cloth for light goods and 
black for dark ones.

—filing »* l#**t Clwcv a tt>HL., 
During the first week, or eveu 'he 


first month, it In difficult to treat 
babies' nails or lingers, because they 
art* so tender that a slight pressure 
sometimes causes pain, say* an au- 
thority in the New York Telegram, 
but the work should begin without 
delay, and by using warm water and 
soap, cold cream aud cocoa butter 
the chances of bruising either is 
greatly lessened. 


Wash the hands in warm water 


aud soap and when thoroughly dry 
rub cold cream or cocoa butter 
around the sides, beginning at the 
right and working across, always 
with a downward pressure, so that 
the cuticle :ts well as the nails will 
be well covered. The cream should 
be put <-n with an old piece of soft 
silk or inen. If this is carefullydone 
each night before a little one is put 
to bed, the nails should be strength- 
ened and shaped to the fingers by 
the treatment. 


As to massaging 
the lingers, it 


must be done very lightly.- The skin 
should be covered with cocoa but- 
ter before the gentle 
rubbing is 


started. While the flesh is permeated 
with this oily substance stroke each 
linger several times from the tip 
down the palm of the hand, using 
the thumb and first or index finger. 
Begin from the top and massage 
downward on either side of the nails 
then repeat, smoothing the back and 
front of the fingers. The best time 
is just before the infant is put to 
sleep, so the oils will stay on all 
night. 


When the tiny nails grow above 


the tops of the fingers break them 
off carefully to keep the infants from 
scratching 
and 
perhaps 
bruising 


their tlesh. Teasing off the tender 
nails should be done slowly and gen- 
tly, beginning- at the right side and 
working across, following closely the 
shape of each finger. The nails are 
so brittle and delicate that it is diffi- 
cult to prevent their splitting while 
working on them.

often enough to remove the ends 
that grow above the flesh.

exclusive 
military suite. a 
naval 


•title aud a secret military cabinet of 
two generals, two colonels, five ma- 
jors and 42 other officer*. Another 
department is the secret civil cabi- 
net of the emperor, beaded by His 
Excellency Dr. von Lucanus. 
The 


medical suite of the emperor con- 
sists of three physicians. 
The em- 


press has her own household, con- 
sisting of a chief cut mistress, a chief 
mistress and a half a dozen mls- 
treses, all of whom are princesses 
-*nd eoimtfcasesr besides— «— ehiefeat- 
master of the houshold, a master of 
the household and two vice masters 
of the household, a master of cere- 
monies, a vice master of ceremonies, 
and a medical suite. 
Each one of 


the kaiser's six sons has also his own 
household and his own suite of at- 
tendants, though on a much smaller 
scale. 


These high noblemen, of course, 


are not permanently In attendance, 
but the kaiser Is always surrounded 
by a large group of them wherever 
he goes 
and. whatever 
he 
does. 


When he rides out they follow him 
In the order of their ranks. One of 
them assists the kaiser to mount his 
horse and another affixes the stir- 
nips. 
A third carries the kaiser's 


overcoat and a fourth a spare hand- 
kerchief for his majesty. 
The em- 


peror is thus continually in an envir- 
onment which tends to increase his 
haughtiness and imperial pride and 
his sense of his own supreme import- 
ance. 


Ladies who are admitted to the 


presence of the kaiser must curtesy 
so low that they almost lie upon the 
ground 'at his feet. All persons, men 
and women alike, must kiss the hand 
of the empress when they ar* pre- 
sented to her or when she addresses 
them. 
When the emperor desires 


strangers to dine with him he does 
not invite them, but the marshal of 
the court Informs them that his maj- 
esty commands their presence at din- 
ner on such and such a date and at 
such and such a time. The guests 
assemble and are escorted into the 
dining room where the vice-marshal 
of the court shows them their places. 
They must not, however, take their 
seat until the kaiser has taken his so 
that they have to remain standing 
round the table until the kaiser en- 
ters the room. The kaiser invaria- 
bly compels his guests- to wait for 
him on such occasions, frequently as 
long as 15 or 20 minutes. Two her- 
alds then advance from the direc- 
tion of the kaiser's private apart- 
ments and take up their stand on 
either side of the door through which 
the emperor will enter. The master 
of the ceremony then appears in a 
gorgeous braided uniform and bear- 
Ing his wand of office with which he 
strikes the floor three times. This is 
the sign that the emperor Is at hand 
and a moment later his majesty be- 
comes vlbible, marches briskly into 
the room, acknowledges the profuse 
bows of his guests with a slight In- 
clination of his imperial head and 
takes his seat. Close upon his heels 
follow those of hia military, naval 
and personal suites who are doing 
duty for the occasion. 


No one at the imperial table may 


begin to eat or drink until the kaiser 
has set the example. No one is al- 
lowed on any pretence whatever to 
leave the table while the emperor re- 
mains sitting. 
When the dinner is 


over the emperor rises, bows slightly 
and disappears through the door by 
which he had entered and after his 
departure his guests are free to dis- 
perse. 


There are very stringent regula- 


tions regarding the dross which must 
be worn iu the presence of the em- 
peror. 
Officers of the army must in- 


variably appear in full parade uni- 
form with 
their 
swords dangling 


at their lefthaud sides and wearing 
on their breasts all their orders, dec- 
orations and medals. 
Ministers of 


state, high administrative officials, 
and gentlemen who move in court 
society are obliged to appear in court 
In civilian dress consisting of the 
bluck knee breeches, silk stockings 
and buckle shoes. 
All male persons 


who do not belong to high society,, 
but who happen to be in the pres- 
ence of the emperor for any particu- 
lar occasion, are compelled to wear a 
full dress suit, with silk hat, patent 
leather boots and white tie. 


Women are obliged to appear at 


the imperial court in extremely low 
cut dresses, displaying the largest 
possible proportion of their bodily 
charms. The cut must not be round- 
ed, but must be square, and the 
shoulders must be absolutely bare, 
with the exception of two supporting 
bauds. — Boston Post. 


A Servian Custom.

Houses have been broken Into in 


broad daylight in Shrewsbury dur- 
ing the absence of the householders. 
A considerable amount of jewelry 
and money was taken from one 
house, from which two men were 
seen to leave by the front door. They 
were clever enough to raise their hats 
as though bowing to somebody at 
the window of the house. 


Sometimes the police are not so 


clever as they might be. Four men 
determined to rob a Fulham tavern 
a short time ago, and the police laid 
a trap for them. At night a detec- 
tive inspector and constables occu- 
pied the house, but, absurd as It may 
seem, they forgot to turn out the 
lights. The burglars duly arrived at 
2 o'clock, but they found the place 
ablaze with lights, and also noticed 
one of the watchers peering out of 
the front door. Therefore the wise 
burglars withdrew and decided not 
to proceed further in the adventure.

Accordingly the 
officers asked the men to "Come up 
and be arrested," but the thieves in- 
stead of complying, returned the cor- 
dial counter Invitatjpn to the police 
to "Come down and join them." Nat- 
uralli, this was not easy, for the 
Rergeant commanding the besiegers 
had recourse to a very simple but in- 
genious stratagem. He noticed that 
the men below had kindled a fire, so 
he told one of the men to fetch him 
a tile. The sergeant then placed the 
tile carefully over the barge's funnel 
and the investing force simply stood 
around carelessly in order to await 
developments.

by smoke, when they had to stumble 
up on deck and surrender to the 
grinning besiegers.

well us real danger, says the Scien- 
tific American. Dots anj one still 
remember the American bicyclist 
•who used to ride at terrifying speed 
down a steeply inclined sixty-foot 
ladder? One night an attack of ver- 
tigo caused his death, but his act 
was K-ss dangerous than the per- 
formance on 
inverted and aerial 


paths to which we have since be- 
come aciistouied. 


The public soon tires of the strong- 


est sensations. The stationary loop 
j;uve place to the rotating circle 
called the devil's wheel, in which the 
cyclist spins like a squirrel. Taking 
'!'s I^a(:e inside the wheel, which is 
about fifteen feet In diameter, he 
[.(•dais in a direction opposite to that 
of the wheel, and thus remains at 
the bottom until the wheel has ac- 
<iuirc*d considerable velocity. 
Then 


he stops pedaling, applies his brake, 
and Is carried backward and upward 
nearly to the top. whence he rushes 
dowu. iiud Hies around and around 
the revolving wheel with startling 
sjioed. 


At a performance in Vienna a cy- 


clist strif-ken with apoplexy fell from 
tho wheel and soon explied. But the 
danger of cerebral congestion Is not 
the only one. The critkal phase of 
the act is the last, when both the bl- 
r.jcle aud the large wheel are being 
brought to rest by brakes. The bi- 
cycle lurches, and the slightest error 
in steering may send It through the 
open hide of tho wheel and precipi- 
tate the rider to the stage. 


In 
German) 
a 
genius 
called 


"Eclair" invented an Infernal wheel 
of another sort 
It was about 25 


feet in diameter, and a smaller wheel 
rolled arouml inside of it, obtaining 
Us impetus from a plunge down an 
inclined plane, which made a descent 
of tifti feet. 
To this small wheel 


"Eclair" was lashed in spreadeagle 
fashion. He accustomed himself to 
this novel mode of locomotion by 
having himselt strapped to a similar 
wheel, which wus turned rapidly 
about a fixed axis by means of a 
ciank. 


More startling and perilous than 


:iuy of these devices Is the "circle of 
death." This Is a large, flat, trun- 
cated cone, like the rim of a pud- 
ding dish, supported by ropes- in a 
position slightly inclined to the hori- 
zontal. so that only one side of the 
lower and smaller edge rests on the 
stage. Bicyclists — one or more — en- 
ter the et-ntidl space and run up and 
around the steep side with their ma- 
chines and bodies nearly horizontal. 
Then to add to the apparent and real 
danger, 
the 
whole 
apparatus 
Is 


raised aloft. The effect is thrilling 
lor the riders appear to be in con- 
stant danger of falling. In Berlin, a* 
three cyclists were gyrating in a sin- 
gle circle of death, one fell and car- 
ried a second down with him. They 
had scarcely reached the stage when 
the third performer fell also. 


What is the Incentive which Im- 


pels these men and women to risk 
tlielr lives nightly before crowds of 
spectators? 
Is It ambition, vanity, 


love of applause, or simply the hope 
of ranking a fortune? The American 
"looping the loop" was conceived In 
an essentially practical spirit, and 
"Diavolo," who received $600 
a 


a night, has become a rich man. 
Mile. Dutrieu, "the human arrow," 
earns |80,000 a year. "Mephlsto" re- 
ceived $140, Mile, de Tiers $200 a 
night in Paris and larger sums 
abroad. 
Imitators, of course, re- 


ceive less than originators. The cur- 
rent pay for looping the loop Is from 
$ 2 0 t o $ 4 0 a night, which is not high, 
especially if the performer owns the 
apparatus, which costs at least $500. 


It seems, therefore, that the hope 


of gain is not the only Incentive, but 
that the performer, like the public, Is 
attracted by the very danger of the 
act— a curious illustration of the 
fascination exerted by emotions which 
In themselves are disagreeable. ' 


Tlu- World's .Most 1'owcrful Gun. 
Describing the making of the most 


•vvondei ful gun in the world, Day 
Allen Willey sa>s, in the Technical 
World Magazine: 


"Technically this great 'peacema- 


ker' Is called a 16-Inch breech-load- 
ing rifle.

Church in thus* days found It an ex- 
perience to be remembered all his 
lifetime. 
He VMS failed a catechu- 


men, a name which probably puzzled 
him a great deal to pronounce and to 
understand- When he became on»- of 
the catechiimc-ns he was obliged to 
submit to a long and elaboratecoursa 
of instruction, which, Hke hi.s title, 
was probably all Greek to him. After 
he was fittingly prepared he was "re- 
ceived" in the baptistery. Then his 
Christian name was bestowed upon 
him. 
He was directed to face the 


west, where were supposed to abide 
all the powers of darkness, and to 
renounce the devil and all his works.

This act, 
suggested by that of Jesus when ha 
opened the ears and set free the 
tongue of the deaf and dumb man, 
signified that the boy's ears were al- 
ways to be open to truth and himself 
t* the sweet odors of truth and vir- 
tue. Then the lad disrobed, and his 
body was anointed with oil, as the 
ancient wrestlers were for the fray. 
This typified his preparation for the 
fight against the powers of sin. At 
the direction of the priest he opened 
his mouth for the pinch of salt, sig- 
nifying the wisdom and taste for 
heavenly things proper for a Chris- 
tian. He also ate of milk and honey, 
representing the food of spiritual 
youth. The boy was quite apt to be 
tired at the end of the preliminary 
ceremonies, and the actual baptism 
was postponed to the next day. 
Fol- 


lowing the immersion, which early 
was a triple dip, the children put on 
white robes, signifying the innocence 
which their souls were supposed to 
have acquired by baptism.

in England. On Christmas Day, 490, 
two years earlier, the strange specta- 
tacle was witnessed of a Frankish 
king, Clovis I., and 3,000 of his sol- 
diers filing Into a Continental river 
to be immersed In payment of a vow. 


The Baptist and Greek Catholic 


churches are the best known denom- 
inations practicing immersion. The 
Seventh Day Baptists, the Dunkards. 
the Disciples and other denomina- 
tions also practice it. 
Over 4.500.- 


000 persons In the United States have 
been Immersed.—New York Tribune.

no discretion to the superintendent 
of the naval academy, to the secre- 
tary of the navy or to the President 
of the United States in regard to the 
punishment to be meted out to these 
boys. In tihe first place, they have to 
be tried by court martial and 
the 


findings of that court martial cannot 
be reviewed nor set aside by anyau 
thority. The only 'way tt> remove the 
sentence of such a court is by the 
course which the President has adopt- 
ed in the case of Cadet Miller, viz, 
by the use of the executive power 
and authority to issue a pardon. We 
have before said That this gives too 
much importance to these boys. The 
superintendent of the naval academy 
should have authority to punish them 
for certain forms of hazing, and the 
discretion which thus rests with him 
should be srfbject to revision by the 
secretary of the navy and the Presi- 
dent'. There is, under the present 
law, but one punishment possible, no 
matter what the degree of the of- 
fence may be, and that is dismissal 
from the naval academy.

Hlighl organisms, although ina.c- 


tiv<- during the full and winter. aie 
not dead by any means. 
They are 


capable of living oxer the winter in 
diseased branches where they have 
been active during the summer, pro- 
viding ihe branches are not re- 
moved from Ihe trees. 
As soon as 


the sap begins to flow In the spring 
these organisms again become active 
and it is from these so-called hold- 
over caxes that blight is si-read. 
When the organisms become active 
Jn the spring they find their way to 
th«- surface of the Infested branches. 
either tiiron^h exuding of the sap or 
otherwise and are carried by bees or 
wind to neighboring trees, where 
they lodge and produce disease. 
It 


is clear from thes.- facts that have 
been determined bx careful investi- 
gation thai then is only one way in 
which to pic-vent outbreaks of this 
diboa.si- ni'\t season and that is by 
destroxing all organisms before the 
sap begins to flow. The only method 
by which this can be accomplished, 
30 far as knoxxn at present, consists 
in cutting out and burning the af- 
fected blanches.

Perches should be not tociro ih:-n 


2'j f«ei from I he floor, and should 
:i!l be of the same height, say* the 
Fanner's Bullet in. Many fowls pie- 
fer to perch as far above the ground 
a>> possible. In order, without dotibt. 
to be more secure from their natural 
i-nemies; but when fowls are protect- 
ed artificially from skunks. miuUs. 
foxes, etc., a low perch is just as safe 
and a great deal better for the- heavy 
bodied foxvls. 
It must be borne in 


mind 
thai the distance given at 


which perches should be placed fro:n 
the lloor applies to all breeds of 
fowls. 
It is true that some of the 


Mediterranean foxvls would not in 
any wa* be injured in flying to and 
from the perches, but some of the 
heavy breeds would find it almost 
impossible to reach high perches and 
would sustain positive injuries in 
alighting on the floor from any con- 
siderable elevation. Convenient walks 
or ladders can be constructed which 
will enable the large fowls to ap- 
proach the perches xrithout great 
effort, but there are always times 
when even the most clumsy fowls 
will attempt to fly from the perch to 
the floor and come down with a 
heavy thud, which is often injurious. 
And, 
furthermore, ladders or stairs 


for the easy ascent of foxvls are 
more or less of a nuisance in the 
poultry house.

of the more advanced plants. In this 
way thp outlax foi phosphoric acid 
would be greatly ieduced and proba- 
bly the jlelii in no way decreased.

While perhaps not strictly neces- 


sary for their existence, some kind 
of green food is necessary for the 
^reiuest production of eggs. Where 
foxvls are kept in pens and yards 
throughout the year, it is always best 
to supply some green food. 
The 


question how to supply the best food 
most cheaply is one that each indi- 
vidual must solve largely for him- 
self. In a general way. however, it 
auiy be said that during the winter 
and early spring months, mangal- 
wurzels. if properly kept, may be 
fed to good advantage. The foxvls rel- 
ish them, and they are easily pre- 
pared. As it is not difficult to grow 
from 10 to 20 tons of these roots per 
acre, their cost is not excessive. In 
feeding these beets to flocks of hens, 
a very good practice is simply to 
split the root lengthxvise xvith a large 
knife. The foxvls will then be able to 
pick out all of the crisp, fresh food 
from the exposed cut surface. These 
large pieces have the advantage over 
smaller 
pieces in 
this respect.—

but in some places it is necessary, 
for various reasons, to increase tho 
grades to 5 per cent.

regions, 


where steeper grades are often un- 
avoidable. the aim should be, on all 
public highways xvhich are traveled 
by heavily loaded vehicles, to keep 
the grade down to 2 or 4 per cent. 
and never to let it exceed 5 per cent. 


The grade is a most important fac- 


tor in the location of any kind of 
road, and a common error in the lay- 
ing out of roads is made in the en- 
deavor 
to secure 
ionics covering 


the shortest distance bctxvoen fixed 
points. For this purpose the road is 
often made to so over a hill instead 
of around it. To illustrate the folly 
of this practice, it will be observed 
u:it the bail of the bucket is no 
longer when held in a vertical posi- 
tion than in a horizontal. 
Just so 


the road halfxvay around the hill or 
the valley is sometimes no longer 
xvhen held in a vertical position than 
in a horizontal. 
Just so the road 


Is sometimes no longer than the road 
over the hill or through the valley, 
Tho difference In the length even be- 
txveen a straight road and one that ia 
slightly curved is less than many 
suppose. For instance, if a road be- 
txveen two points 10 miles apart were 
made to curve so that the eye could 
see no faither than a quarter of a 
mile of it at once, its length would 
exceed that of a perfectly straight 
road between the same points by 
only 150 yards. Furthermore, grace- 
ful and natural curves conforming 
to the lay ot" the lanj add beauty to 
the landscape and enhance the value 
of the property.

Filling Holes and Huts. 


With earth roads there is a pro- 


nounced tendency to rut, and when, 
ruts begin to appear on the surface, 
groat care should be used iu select- 
ing new materials with which they 
should be immediately filled. Every 
hole or rut in the roadwav if not 
tamped full of some good material, 
like that of xvhich the road is con- 
structed. \vill become filled xxith xvu- 
ter and will be made deeper and 
wider by each passing vehicle. 
A 


hole xvhich could have been filled 
with a shovelful 
of material will 


soon need a cartful. The rut or hole 
to be repaired should be cleared of 
dust, mud, oi water and just suffi- 
cient good fresh earth placed in it to 
be even xxith the surrounding sur- 
face after having been thoroughly 
consolidated with a pounder. 
Sod 


should not be placed or the surface, 
neither should the surface be ruined 
by throv. ing upon it the worn out 
material from the gutters alongside. 
Ruts and holes should not be rilled 
with stone nor gravel unless a con- 
siderable section is to be so treated; 
for il such material is dumped into 
the holes or ruts, it does not wear 
uniformly with the rest of the road, 
but produces lumps and ridges and ! 
in mnn\ cases results in making two 
hok'S for every one repaired.

In view of (he prevalent opinion 


among dairymen in the North that 
not over about 2 pounds of cotton 
meed weal per day should be fed to 
milch cows, some recent 
experi- 


ments reported by the MUsslsippi 
Station are at least interesting. The 
station herd was fed for two weeks 
on a ration composed of 10 pounds 
of cowpea vine bay. 20 pounds of 
corn silage. 4 pounds of wheat bran, 
and 
'» pounds of cotton seed meal 


per head. The milk during the last 
two days was separated and made 
into butter. In the succeeding two 
weeks G pounds of whole cotton seed 
was substituted for the 5 pounds of 
cotton seed meal, the milk during 
the lust two days of the period be- 
ing made into butter. In the two 
weeks following this the same ration 
was fed except that 6 pounds of corn 
and cob meal was substituted for the 
cotton seed. 
The butter was sent 


to St. Louis where it was scored. On 
a scale of 100 points the butter from 
the cotton seed meal scored 95% 
points, and that from the corn and 
cob meal feeding' 96 points. 


It is the general experience that 


cotton seed meal produces a hard 
butter, and in some instances a 
small amount of this feed is given 
for that specific purpose. Crude cot- 
ton seed oil has been found to con- 
tain a quantity of so-called vege- 
table stearin, which is 
separated 


from the cotton oil of commerce in 
the process of refining. 


.Straining tin- Milk. 


Milk pails are sometimes 
used 


whose tops are covered with tin, the 
center of xx-hich is replaced by a cir- 
cular piece of wire gauze about 1 
inches ia diameter, through xvhich 
the streams of milk pass. This form 
of pail is of advantage in keeping out 
hair? or large pieces of dirt. When 


the milk is emptied from these pails 
it should be passed through a cloth, 
and the pail and its strainer should 
be rinsed. The common strainer pail 
should not be ubed in the stable. 
It 


offers no special protection to the 
milk and may even collect dirt that 
would othcrv. ise bo avoided. 


The common strainer used over 


cans has flaring; sides and a concave 
bottom, the wire gauze being in the 
center of the bottom. 
It removes 


coarse materials, but holds thorn in 
the milk stream, and the soft impu- 
rities xvhich are easily broken up by 
agitation and soaking, may be forced 
through the small opening by the 
constant current of milk.

\Vtiau-ver method be followed in 


wiuu-riug. certain conditions regard- 
ing the colony itself are plainly es- 
seu'ial: First, it should have .1 good 
queen: second, a fair sixed cluster of 
healthy bees, neither too old nor too 
young; third, a plentiful supply of 
good food. Tbe first of these condi- 
tions way be counted as fulfilled if 
i he queen »t the- head of the colony 
is not more than two years old. I* 
still active, and has always kept her 
colony 
ikopulons: yet a younger 


queen — even one of the current sea- 
sou's rearing, and thus but a few 
w<-eks or months old — is if raised 
under favorable conditions, much to 
be preferred. The second point is 
met if brood rearing has been con- 
tinued without serious interruption 
during the latter part of the summer 
and the cluster of bees occupies, oc a 
cool day in autumn, six to eight or 
more spaces between the combs, or 
forms a compact ol water— 8-or^O- 
inches iu diameter. 
Young bees, if 


not well protected by older ones. 
succumb readily to the cold, while 
quite old bees die early in the spring. 
and others, which emerged late in 
the summer or autumn preceding, 
are needed to replace them. The 
third 
essential— good food — is se- 


cured if the hive is liberally sup- 
plied with well ripened honey from 
any source whatever, or with fairly 
thick syrup, made from white cane 
sugar, which was fed early enough 
\o i-iiable the bees to seal it over be- 
'ore they ceased flying. 
The syrup 


is prepared by dissolving 3 pounds of 
granulated sugar in 1 quart of boil- 
ing 
water and 
adding 
to this 1 


pound of pure extracted 
honey. 


Twenty to 25 pounds for outdoor 
wintering in the South, up to 30 or 
40 pounds in the North, xvhen win- 
tered outside with but slight pro- 
tection — or, 
if 
wintered 
indoors. 


about 20 pounds — may be considered 
a fair supply of winter food. A small- 
er amount should not be trusted ex- 
cept in case much greater protection 
be furnished against the effects of se- 
vere weather than is usually given. 
A greater amount of stores will do 
no harm if properly arranged ox'er 
and about the center of the cluster, 
or, in case the combs are narrow. 
wholly above the cluster. In many 
instances, it will be u benefit by 
equalizing in a measure the tempera- 
ture in the hive, as well as by giv- 
ing to the bees greater confidence in 
extending the brood nest in early 
spring. — Farmer's Bulletin. 


The Stabling Season. 


Up to a curtain point fall pastur- 


age is as good us in any other part of 
the year. But after one or txvo hard 
frosts it is xvell to ofler the cows 
some nice hay v. hen they come in at 
night, and if they eat it with relish, 
one may be pretty certain the season 
has arrived to gradually change the 
herd from pasture to stable for the 
winter. The cowb shoald not be left 
out at night after it becomes chilly, 
or be exposed to cold autumn storms. 
They may bf> alloxved in the field a 
few hours on all pleasant days until 
snow flies, but 
without expecting 


them to get much besides water and 
exercise. Before keeping them stead- 
ily at the stable and yards the feed- 
ing should be, by gradual steps, com- 
pletely changed to the full stable 
diet.

Apples and Milk. 


The agricultural college stations 


bulletins call attention to the food 
value of apples and milk for food. 
These state that apples have So per 
cent, water and milk S6, but there is 
more sagar in apples and more acid 
in milk. 
A diet ot both apples and 


milk is out; of the most wholesome 
and xvell balanced. The potash con- 
tents of both arf high. They are the 
best food for brain, bone and muscle 
nourishment, and in their effect upon 
the nones they are soothing. 


In skimming milK the cream re- 


moved lessens the fat 
pov'fntage, 


and for older people or fat children 
the skim milk is equally desirable, in 
some cases better. In eating apples 
tho skin, too, should b oaten. Pared 
appk-s are not so nutiitious, as tho 
ash contents of the apple skin are- 
valuable to the human svstem. 


Location for Bee Keeping. 


It may be safely said that any 


place where farming, gardening, or 
fruit raisins can be successfully fol- 
lowed is adapted to the profitable 
keeping of bees—in a limited way at 
-le-ast, if not extensively. 
Many ot 


these localities xvill support exten- 
sive apiaries, su\s F. Beau ton in the 
Farmer's Bulletin. 
In addition to 


this there are, within the borders of 
the United States, thousands of good 
locations for the apiarist—forest, 
prairie, swamp, and mountain re- 
gions—where agriculture has as yet 
not gained a foothold, cither because 
of remoteness from markets or th» 
uninviting character of soil q§ cli- 
mate. This pursuit may also b9 fol- 
loxved in or near toxvns and. to a lim- 
ited extent, in large cities. It even 
happens in some instances that bees 
in cities or toxvns find more abun- 
dant pasturage than iu country loca- 
tions xvhich are considered fair. 


Robbing is sometimes a more se- 


rious matter, although it very rarely 
happens that a little careful atten- 
tion just at the right time on the 
part of the bee keeper would not 
avoid all serious trouble on this 
score. 
When the bees find nothing 


to gather during weather xvhen they 
can 
still 
fly 
out 
they are easily 


tempted to appropriate the stores of 
weaker colonies. Exposure of co:nbs 
of honey at such times may even oc- 
casion a combined attack upon a 
good colony otherwise quite able to 
take tare of itself. Tt is then that the 
greatest destruction ensues, for such 
a colony xvill defend itself vigorously 
and a. pitched battle, xvith perhaps 
fifty or sixty thousand Amnxons on 
either side, leaves the ground liter- 
ally strewn xviih dead and djins. 


Number of Hens to a JVn. 


It Is a matter of importance to de- 


termine how many lax Ing hens may 
be profitably kept in a poultry house. 
It Is especially Important in those re- 
gions xvheic the climate is such that 
carefully constructed buildings aro 
rcouncd for the proper housing of 
foxvls In xvintor, says Farmer's Bul- 
letin. The opinion is quite generally 
hold that when kept in yards or al- 
loxved to roam at will hens do best 
In flocks of about 40 or 50, arid that 
when confined 
in xvlnter quarters
